E. S hanklin, or E rnest Shanklin, 
a« he was know n am ong the employ es 
of the I. & C ., wart alm ost in stan tly 
killed Su nday w hile a t work on top of 
one of the cars at the car barn« . 
The 
su pposition is tha t he was shocked by 
com ing in contact w ith the trolley 
w ire. 
Mr. Shanklin was 
a nephew 
of 
C harles L. H enry , 
of 
Indianpolis, 
president and general m anager of the 
Indianapolis & C incinnati T raoticn 
co mpa ny , his 
m other, Mrs. W. V. 
Shanklin, deceased, being a sister to 
Mr. H enry , and was em ploy ed an in ­ 
spector and ear repairer. 
H e and his 
w ife came here du ring the w in ter of 
1904 05. 
They resided in the Pearscy 
property , 232 West 
Second 
street. 
P rio r to com ing 
to this city , Mr. 
S hanklin was em ploy ed in the Indiana 
U nion T raction com pany ’s shops at 
A nderson and in the I. 
& O. shops at 
Shelby ville. 
In his capacity as inspector, Mr. 
S hankliu had absolu te control of tl e 
sw itch in the car barns du ring the 
day . 
He was a m an, who, seem ingly , 
never grew’ excited nor lost his head. 
H e was alw ay s carefu l tha t none ol 
the em ploy es in the shops w’ou t. on top 
of the cars w itho u t tu rn in g off the 
c u rre n t from the trolley wire. 
He 
was a m an of pleasant disposition ami 
had 
no 
bad habits. 
He was ve n 
popu lar w ith his fellow workm en and 
was the last man whom they su spected 
w ou ld m eet death in the m anner that 
he did. 
Su nday m orning S hanklin w ent to 
work at 5 o ’clock ow ing to the fact 
tha t he w as needed at the barns to as 
sist in g ettin g tw o extra cars ready for 
service. 
He w ent to breakfast sho rth 
afte r 6 o ’clock and retu rned a t 7. 
The accident tha t resu lted in bis 
death 
happended 
shortly 
befort 
8 o’clock. 
Shanklin had taken car No. 
305 ou t of the wash room on the sou th 
side of the car barns and had brou ght 
it into the center room over the sou th 
track. 
He then inspected the car and 
worked u nderneath it for a short tim e 
a t repairing 
the brakes. 
W hile tie 
was a t w ork u n.ier the car M astei 
M echanic Skipton passed, and Shank 
Itu asked him if it wou ld be necessary 
to send ou t another car in order to 
r('com m odate the colored jntople com 
tu g to this city 
from Iu diami|Hdis 
As far as is know n that is the last 
tim e that lie spoke to any one. 
Shanklin then went on top of t l « 
< ar presu m ably to oil or repair tin 
trolley 
lie hail evidently been work 
ing u pon it for, at the tim e he was 
fou nd, the trolley ]Hile was reversed 
and low ered tow ard the roof so that 
the wheel cou ld ho easily reached. 
Jam es You ng, another car repairer, 
passing by , was attracted by a slight 
noise on top of the car. 
He glanced 
u p and discovered 
the u nfortu nate 
m an ly iu g on the roof w ith one arm 
and one leg over the trolley pole. 
He 
shou ted to Enos Neal, an o ther work 
m an, and ran to the sw itch w hich 
be opened and shou t off the cu rrent. 
The sw itch is located to the sou th of 
the east door in the m iddle room 
Y^ou ng then ran to the office of the 
M aster M echanic 
in the sou thw est 
corner of the barn and told Mr. S kip­ 
ton 
N eal, how ever, was the first to 
reach S hau k lin 's side. Messrs. Skipton 
and Y ou ng follow ed. 
S han k lin was 
qu ickly stretched ou t on the roof of 
the car, a cu shion was placed u nder 
his shou lders 
and strenu ou s efforts 
w ere m ade to revive him by w orking 
his 
arm s 
and 
ru bbiu g 
his body . 
R obert Lu cas was sent to telephone 
for the com pany ’« phy sician, and in 
ten m inu tes Dr. J. 0 . Sexton arrived 
in his 
au tom obile. 
S hanklin, how ­ 
ever, breathed his last ju st as the doc­ 
to r arrived. 
C oroner Colem an was then called 
and view ed the body , w hich was later 
rem oved to W y att's u n d ertak in g es­ 


tablishm ent, w here it was prepared 
for bnrial. 
At the tim e of the accident. Mrs. 
E lla S hanklin, w ife of the deceased, 
was visitin g her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
E phraim 
Sm ith, who 
bu t recently 
moved to Anderson from Indianapo­ 
lis. 
She was told of the accident by 
Dale 
S hanklin, brother of the de­ 
ceased. living a t Anderson, who was 
notified by M aster 
M echanic S k ip­ 
ton. 
C harles L. H enry was notified 
of the accident by E lectrical E ngineer 
N ichol. 
Mrs. Shanklin 
arrived 
in 
this city a t 3 o ’clock Su nday a fte r­ 
noon, a t w hich tim e the body w?as 
taken to the home. 
Coroner Colem an, Dr. Sexton and 
U ndertaker W y att were nnable to find 
any m arks on the body indicating the 
point of contact w ith the trolley w ire. 
C oroner Colem an held his inqu est 
last evening, bu t has not y et filed bis 
verdict. 
There was a sm all cu t on 
the forehead, bu t this is su pposed to 
have been received in the fall. 
Mr. Shanklin was thirty -fo u r y ears 
of age. 
H e was abont five feet ten 
inches 
in 
height and w eighed 210 
pou nds. 
He was dark com plexioned 
and w ore a dark m u stache. 
He was 
a m em ber of F ran k lin Lodge I. O. O. 
P., of 
this city , 
having 
recently 
transferred his m em bership from tl» © 
lodge a t Anderson. 
The trolley w ire w ith w hich he is 
rhou ght. to have come in contact wan 
diarged w ith 550 volts of electricity . 
This, 
how ever, 
is not 
considered 
w effiient to kill as other em ploy es at 
the barns have received the cu rren t 
and escaped death. 
S hanklin, how ­ 
ev er, is thou ght to have form ed a 
lircu it w ith the roof of the car. 
A t the tim e of the accident he was 
w orking in plain view of the sw itch 
» mi cou ld have seen tha t it was closed. 
H is fellow* w orkm en cannot see how’ 
lie failed to oj» en the sw itch, for he 
knew tha t it was closed, inasm u ch as 


io closed it him self w’hen lie brou ght 
in the car. 
The body of Mr. Shanklin w ill be

to 
Anderson 
for bu rial.

A SUMMER TRAGEDY 


Sorrowful End 
of an Outing Party of 
Davenp ort Society People. 
Davenp ort, Wash., Aug. 
13.—Five 
p ersons p rominent in the social life of 
Davenp ort, who had been enjoying an 
outing on the banks of the Sp okane 
river about twelve miles northeast of 
here, were drowned Sunday. 
The dead: 
Miss Winnie Jones, aged 
nineteen; A. L. Bergett, forty; Mrs. 
A. L. Bergett, thirty-five; Roy How­ 
ard. twenty-eight; A. L. Inman, thirty- 
four. 
Four of the drowned heroically sac- 
riflced their liv es in an attem p t to save 
others. 
One after another they p lung­ 
ed Into the river only to be drawn 
down either by the whirlp ool or the 
undercurrent.
